American Priests AlSo Expelled By Communist Regime 


Rome—(Radio, NC)—The expulsion of Msgr. Ottavio De Liva, auditor of the papal 
nunciature in Prague, is “merely the confirmation of a wicked persecution aimed at enslav- 
ing Catholicism and the Church by strangling and destroying them,” Jl Quotidiano, Catho- 
lic Action daily, has commented here. :

The note accused him of 
anti-state activity” of the country’s 
Hierarchy; of “interfering in the 
internal affairs of the Czechoslovak 
Republic,” and of “misusing’ his 
official position.” One of the propa- 
ganda charges the regime had 
made against him was that he 
helped stage the “fraudulent 
miracle” at Cihost, where the 
corpus of a crucifix is reported to 
have moved mysteriously. 


The priest’s dismissal from 
Prague leaves the Vatican without 
any representative in the Czecho- 
slovak capital. The Papal Nuncio, 
Archbishop Xavier Ritter, has been 
in Italy on sick leave since Febru- 
ary, 1948. The former charge 
d’affaires, Msgr. Gennaro Verolino, 
left the country last July under a 
barrage of propaganda attacks 
similar to those directed at Mon- 
signor De Liva. The Prague re- 
gime has a charge d'affaires, Ilja 
Rath, at the Vatican. His office 
has been closed and he has been 
reealled. 


Fear that the expulsion marks 
the beginning of a violent stage in 
the Church-State struggle in that 
country was expressed here by four 
American Benedictines just re- 
cently forced to leave the abbey of 
Broumov in Bohemia. They are 
now preparing to return to St. 
Procopius Abbey, Lisle, Ill. 


The monks who had been sent 
to Broumov in 1946 to take over 
the abbey after expulsion of 
Sudeten Germans are Fathers 
Alexis Machacek and Roger Holub 
and Brothers Benedict Kohout and 
Francis Totka, all United States 
citizens. Both priests were notified 
last month that their residence 
permits would pot be renewed and 
were ordered to leave the country 
in two weeks. The Broumov 
abbey’s prior, the Rev. John Cherf, 
also of St. Procopius, and one lay 
brother, Brother Silvester, are pre-

Law View Called 
Insult To Pope 


Bavarian Hierarchy 
Apprises McCloy Of 
Winning Statement 


Munich —(NC)— The Bavarian 
Hierarchy considers the recent 
criticism of the new school law of 
Bavaria by Charles D. Winning, 
American « public affairs officer 
here, an “insult to the Holy Fa- 
ther,” says a letter addressed 
jointly to U. 8. High Commissioner 
John J. McCloy. 


Mr. Winning had referred specif- 
ically to article 135 of the Bavarian 
Constitution, which provides that 
parents have the right to choose 
the type of schooling they’ desire 
for their children, and that the 
schools can be either confessional 
or non-denominational. The latter 
are admissible only upon the ex- 
plicit demand of communities made 
up of thembers of: various religious 
denominations. 


It was Mr. Winning’s view that 
the application of this provision 
does not provide sufficiently for the 
needs of parents who do not be- 
long to any of the Christian 
churches, and that it expressed 
favoritism for the confessional 
schools, either Protestant or Cath- 
olic. Also, the law failed, ac- 
cording to Mr. Winning, to provide 
for the right of parents to choose 
the type of schooling they desire 
for their children by disregarding 
the constitution in granting the 
privilege of parents to turn over 
schools to religious communities if 
two-thirds of the parents favored 
such a move, and in providing for 
teachers belonging to the denomin- 
ation of the Majority of the pupils.

Moral Weapons 
Needed By U. S., 
Sokolsky Says 


New York —(NC)— The United 
States has to build again the hard 
pioneer spirit that accompanied 
the birth of this country if it is 
to survive the communist chal- 
lenge, columnist George E. Sok- 
olsky declared at the annual com- 
munion breakfast of the Catholic 
Court Attaches Guild here. 

“We have to harden ourselves 
to realize that we are back in that 
kind of a world, forced back by 
the circumstances of our genera- 
tion, by the possibility of being 
conquered,” Mr. Sokolsky said in 
stressing that the material weap- 
ons of defense will not be enough 
against the Russians. He contin- 
ued: 

“We have got to make ourselves 
so right and so morally strong, so 
sure of ourselves that our will to 
resist is not only physical but spir- 
itual, so that we can resist, and 
we will resist; and we have got 
to. be certain that our children are 
not led away from us by false as- 
sumptions as to the nature and 
character of man... .

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Known Catholic In 
British Parliament 


London—(NC) — The appoint- 
ment of Richard Rapier Stokes, 
well-known Catholic member of 

rliiament for many years, as 
hinister of Works in the reorgan- 
ized post-election government of 
Britain, is widely welcomed here. 
Mr. Stokes is known as the man 
who talks back to his Labor Party 
leaders when he feels criticism is 

He succeeds Charles 
: es’ post, which is 
that of cabinet rank although not 
in the cabinet, carries a salary of 
5,000 pounds . ($14,000) a year. 
But in accepting it Mr. Stokes 
will have to resign his position as 
enairman of Ransomes and Ra- 
pier, a family engineering con- 
cern, which is the largest produ- 
cer of agricultural machinery in 
Britain. As Minister of Works, 
Mr. Stokes is responsible for al! 
government construction and main- 
tenance work except housing. 


The Daily Express, secular daily 
here, commenting on his appoint- 
ment, says: 

“The appointment of Mr. Rich- 
aid Stokes to the .Ministry of 
Works will be widely approved. It 
would have been a still better ap- 
pointment however, if (Prime 
Minister) Mr. Attlee had decided 
to detach responsibility for hous- 
ing from the Minister of Health 
and handed it to Mr. Stokes... 


“With Mr. Stokes in charge and 
the private builder given a chance 
ts serve the community there 
would have been a better hope of 
achieving something in a hurry.” 


The Liberal News Chronicle 
comments: “The appointment of 
Mr. Stokes as Minister of Works 
is a welcome assurance that inde- 
pendence of mind is no bar to 
office under Mr, Attlee.” 


The parhamentary correspon- 
dent of The Times, in a report on 
the new government, writes: 

“Mr. Stokes, who is 53, was 
awarded the French Croix de 
Guerre and th. Order of the Nile 
in the.1914-18 war. In two Parlia- 
rients Mr. Stokes has been known 
as a lively and slightly unorthodox 
Labor member, whose robust, pun- 
gent and humorous interventions 
in debate and at question time 
riade him one of the best-liked 
members of the House. He ‘has 
never been sparing in hi. criticism 
cf - Labor inisters: when he 
thought the occasion demanded it, 
but his belaboring of colleagues 
‘eft no ill-feeling behind.”

WO things seem to be engrossing the attention of the 
American people today. They are: 


1, The growth rather than the reduction of our national | 


debt by billions of dollars every year. | 

9 The growth of juvenile delinquency and particularly of 
sex crimes. 

We would have plenty of money with which to finance our 
post-war government if it were not for the $15,000,000,000.00 
annual crime bill the American people must pay. | 

We would have very little juvenile delinquency if, instead 
of teaching sex in the public schools, we could actually teach 
and explain the moral law. | 

There has been a great increase of sex offenses among 
teen-agers since the introduction of sex instruction into the 
classroom. Psychologically thinking, this is very natural. 
The mere imparting of knowledge does not cure anything. 
Our prisons are filled with well-educated men and women. 
Youth, reared without a conscience, is always daring,. and 
will feel prompted to try out the knowledge which has excited 
his curiosity. 

Whenever the local newspaper carries a story featuring 
rape, the entire community becomes aroused with indigna- 
tion. But what youth needs to know is that misconduct, 
which does not come to the notice of the public is just as 
serious and sinful before God as that which does become 
known and is publicized. If youth had that kind of a con- 
science it would be just as hesitant to yield to any immoral 
conduct with which it could get away as it would if the public 
gaze were on it. : 

Certainly évery wide-awake public official realizes that 
little is accomplished by dealing with symptoms. But he does 
not know how to approach the matter in any other way 
because, he says, religious and moral instruction may not be 
imparted in public education. This is why he, and others fill- 
ing similar positions, feel powerless to correct the evil.

stand the generally accepted theory con- 
cerning the relation between Church and 
State. Catholic philosophers and _ theo- 
logians have written treatises on it in 
practically every century, and the late Pope 
Leo XIII defined the relationship in the 
clearest terms. 

Even the Protestant churches today 
defend the same theory that the Catholic 
Church does, but some Protestant leaders 
are ever representing that the Catholic 
Church holds a different theory. Not only 
do they never cease proclaiming that the 
Catholic Church demands a union of Church 
and State, but they insist that Rome’s pro- 
gram is to capture the government of every 
country, and to make it subservient to the 
Church. When this false teaching is honest- 
ly propagated it seems to arise from the 
erroneous impression conveyed by the term 
“Temporal Power.” 

Catholics understand by this term that 
the Pope, the head of an international 
organization, must needs be politically inde- 
pendent of the civil ruler of the country in 
which the supreme government of the 
Church has its seat. Americans particular- 
ly should readily grasp the need of such 
independence for the governing body of an 
international church, because the founders 
of our Republic saw the need of reserving 
a certain number of square miles for the

Let's Arouse The 
Latent Moral Force 
That Does Exist 


SOME years ago the late John Lancaster Spaulding, Bishop 
of the Diocese of Peoria, Illinois, made the following 
observation: 

There is still left in the mass of the le a 
deep moral earnestness which, if it can be called into 
action, may lift the whole nation to higher and purer 
life. Our two great parties are the principal obstacle 
in the way of such a movement. 

Since Bishop Spaulding’s death, great changes have 
taken place in this nation, and practically all these changes 
have been detrimental to its moral life. But it is still true 
that if we could arouse into action the millions who still have 
faith in God, who believe that His laws should be observed, 
who would like to have their children protected against the 
ever-growing pernicious influence of evil literature and 
morality-weakening movies, the whole nation could be led to 
a “higher and purer life.” 

That is the purpose of our “Crusade for God,” in which 
every Catholic believes, but to which most of them do not 
feel obligated to dedicate themselves. 

The late Bishop Spaulding referred to the two great poli- 
tical parties as an obstacle in the way of the success of 
such a movement. What he meant was that the politician 
thinks only politically. He will not encourage any movement 
which will invite opposition among a large segment of his 
constitutency. But more potent than the political parties 
would be the influence in the world of our State Department, 
of our President, if they aligned themselves, not by some 
passing remark, but by a persistent policy, with God and the 
moral law. 

When the UN was formed some four years ago, the 
United States was in position to make or break the world. It 
held the money bag, and all small nations depended on it for 
their liberation and independence. When Russia objected to 
the opening of the first session of the United: Nations with

If, centuries later, there were 
schisms from this kingdom or there 
were instituted other religious 
bodies, self-constituted and human,

Those who broke away from the 
one universal kingdom, could have 
unity with it only by coming back, 
just as the states in our country 
which, before the Civil] War, seced- 
ed, could have unity with the rest 
of the nation only by “coming 
back.”

As a student and athlete at 
Notre Dame and later as coach, 
Rockne was not a Catholic, He was 
converted only a few years before 
his death. Writing of his.conver- 
sion he gave full credit to the good 
example of his football players. 
The story in his own words follows: 


“I used to be impressed at the 
sight of my players receiving Holy 
Communion every morning. Finally 
I made it a point to go to Mass 
with them on the morning of the 
game. I realized that it appeared 
more or less incongruous when we 
arrived in town for a game, for the 
general public to see my boys rush- 
ing off to church as soon as the 
got off the train, while their coac 
rode to the hotel and took his ease. 
So for the sake of appearance, if 
nothing else, I made it a point to 
go to church with the boys on the 
morning of a game. 


“One night before a big game in 
the east, I was nervous and worried 
about the outcome of the game the 
next day and was unable to sleep. I 
tossed and rolled about the bed and 
finally decided that I’d get up and 
dress, then go down to the lobby. I 
took a chair and tried to get that 
football game off my mind by en- 
gaging some bellboys in conver- 
sation. ' 


-“Along about five or six in the 
morning, I started pacing the lobby 
of the hotel. Suddenly I ran into 
two of my own players hurrying 
out. I asked one of. them where 
they were going at such an hour, 
although I a good idea. Then 
I retired to a chair in the lobby 
where I couldn’t be seen, but where 
I could see everyone who went out 
of the door. Within the next few 
minutes, my players kept hurrying 
out of the door in pairs or groups. 
Finally, when they were about all 
gone, I-got near the door so I could 
question the next player who came 
along. 

“In a minute or two, the last of 
the squad hurried out of the eleva- 
tor and made for the door. I stop- 
ped them and asked them if they, 
too, were going to Mass, and they 
replied that they were.

Then Laing points out that nothing hurts 
the Protestant churches more than for preach- 
ers to make false accusations against the Catho- 
lic clergy, because he writes:

Does not St. Paul tell us that the clergy are 
“set apart”? Does not Christ say of His Apos- 
tles: “You have been chosen out of the world”? 

All Protestants regard St. Paul as the ideal 
clergyman. He was pious and zealous for the 
promotion of God’s interests. Yet they seldom 
quote the advice he gives to other clergymen 
when he writes (1 Cor. VII, 32-33): 


No Part Time Job 


The gverage Protestant clergyman serves in 
his parish church only on Sunday and, let us say, 
on one week-day evening. The Catholic priest 
offers his Mass in the parish.church every 
morning of the year, and it is usually preceded 
by a half hour of spiritual preparation. In large 
parishes he is in the confessional every day; and 
is busy every night instructing those who apply 
to him for reception into the Church. 


A person is received into the average Pro- 
testant religious body without any previous in- 
struction, other than that which may dispose 
him to “accept Christ as his Savior.” Although 
many non-Catholics labor under the impression 
that non-Catholics are received into the Catholic 


‘Church with this same facility, it is not at all 


true. They usually receive instructions about 
twice a week for a period of several months, and 
they would not even be ‘received for Baptism 
unless they assured the priest that they accept

Peter certainly would not pfo-

In the Epistle to the Romans 
why did not the Apostle Paul ad- 
dress the letter to the prominent 
Bishop of Rome? This was writ- 
ten after Peter was liberated from 
prison and, according to your state- 
ment, should have been in the city 
of Rome.

In this Epistle he wished to in- 
form the Romans of his intended 
visit, while he took the occasion to 
write a treatise on Christ’s plan of 
salvation as compared to that of 
the Mosaic religion. 

Nowhere in the Scriptures does 
Peter claim for himself the author- 
ity and pre-eminence as being the 
“Bishop” .of Rome, or even as the 
head of the Apostles. In fact, at 
the Council of ‘Jerusalem, it is 
James who speaks with authority 
and not Peter. 


Why should St. Peter, whom the 
Apostles all recognize as their 
chief, after having been so desig- 
nated by Christ, boast about it? 


You are wrong in asserting that 
it was St. James who spoke with 
authority and not Peter at the 
neil of Jerusalem. James was 
Bishop of Jerusalem, and it would 
have been natural for him to pre- 
side at the Council. But he actually 
did not. At that Council the ques- 
tion at issue was whether the Gen- 
tiles were bound to obey the Mo- 
saic law. St. Peter spoke first and 
decided the matter unhesitatingly. 
Do we not read that, after he had 
spoken, “all the multitude held 
their peace” (Acts, XV, 12)? Other 
Apostles followed him only to con- 
firm his decision. 


All the Apostles recognized St. 
Peter as their chief. Each of the 
Evangelists, recording the names 
of all the Apostles, mentions Peter’s 
name first—yet he was not the first 
one chosen by Christ. He was the 
one who spoke to the multitude on 
Pentecost when the first converts 
were received into the Church. He 
wrought the first miracle. It was 
he who declared before the San- 
hedrin what the policy of the Apos-

They Don't Like Children 
Strange Form 


Ot Intolerance! 


T. J. McINERNEY 


AS the father of three small children, I have long been aware 

that there exists a feeling of prejudice on the part of 
some people towards these tiny creatures of God. Although 
I am keenly aware that children are sometimes mischievous. 
and do things that annoy older people—particularly childless 
people—I find it hard to fathom the reason for the intensity

people for children. 


I never knew how widespread is 
this feeling until I undertook re- 
cently to help raise funds for a 
parochial school in our parish. The 
refusal of hundreds of le to 
contribute to the fund which was 
being raised for the specific pur- 
pose of providing Catholic edu- 
cations for youngsters came as a 
surprise. The apparent relish with 
which so many of these ple 
ascribed their refusal to their dis- 
like of what they called the 
“parish brats” came more as a 
shock than as a surprise. 


If the children who were thus 


chievous or délinquents, this atti- 
tude might be ‘understandable. 
They happen to be average, healthy 
youngsters and I can recall no act 
of any single one of them that 
might be considered vicious. 


What disturbs me is that this in- 
tolerant attitude towards children 
isn’t confined to my locality. 
Some friends from the Mid-West 
visited us recently and they were 
telling us about their experiences 
in attempting to arouse interest 
among their fellow-citizens in es- 
tablish a playground area for 
small children. had to aban- 
don the project because so many of 
those approached said, in effect; “I 
am not interested in doing any- 
thing for those kids!” | 


A business associate of mine who 
lives in an adjoining state sold his 
home recently because he felt that 
it was the only way in which he 
could prevent his wife from suffer- 


with the United Nations’ agency 
which sought to raise a world fund 
to provide for underprivileged chil- 
dren had many dis ning ex- 
periences and the fund only achiev- 
ed a fraction of its objective. 


In my opinion, all of these things 
add up to a problem that could de- 
velop into something serious. Chil- 
dren are quick to sense attitudes. 
We should not- permit them to 
grows up in an atmosphere. of 
hatred, -
